Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the argument feature s transferring at least the 
tunneling IP address from the first access device to a second access device. The examiner respectfully disagrees with the applicant's 
statement and asserts that Corson et al. discloses the establishment of a temporary tunnel between the old access router and the new 
access router; the access routers collaborate to create a new host specific route, which includes transferring IPsec (involves IP address) 
(paragraph 133, lines 12-16).
